Hoe thought it would 
‘be a epleridid thing to take poor 
Obriatiane from Qhina to form a 
ney commonwealth in Borneo, 
“where liberty .to worship God in 
the. manner they desired would 
bé ‘granted -them-ag it. was the 
Pilgrims who came to the New 
. World, Economically these poor, 
Christions were in a hopeless 
state. A man couldearn ten cents 
a day and his wifoone. ‘A debt 
of ton dollars:ran through two or 
three. generations,” say: mes: 
M: Hoover .in. The Christian 
Advocate (New-York), “and the 
whole family- was in ‘practical 
slavery to the man to whom the 
money was Owing.” Tho Boxer 
‘ troubles were just’ over, and the 
Church was- dospised and 
‘harassed, when "Mr. Uong 
conceived his plan of ¢olonizing 
Borneo, where . conditions ‘were 
much the’same ag’ thore'.of tho 
American yirgin cbuntry.: Mr. 
Uong went to Borneo and met Sir 
‘Chartes Brooke, "the rajah of 
Sarawak, ownor “ond ruler of 
58,0C9 aquare miles of territory.
